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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons of record and for the following 
reasons. The argument that the EP 0323736 reference fails to positively recite introducing phosphorus into the zeolites is not persuasive 
because the reference discloses on page 3, lines 42-54 that the zeolites may optionally include various elements ion exchanged, 
impregnated or otherwise deposited thereon and discloses examples of these oxides with phosphorus oxide specifically disclosed. The 
argument that one skilled in the art would not combine the EP 0323736 and Drake reference is not persuasive because both references 
disclose the production of aromatics and olefins by contacting a feed with a zeolite catalyst at conversion conditions. Because of the 
similarities between these two disclosed process, the examiner maintains that one skilled in the art would expect the use of steam as 
disclosed by Drake in the EP process to result in effective conversion to the desired products.
